Grinichev,+ head 
of the Chinese Changchun Railway Administration, was anxious to discharge 
end vrosecute the doctor, but SU Mei (# Ai. ), Chinese Commnist 
denuty representative of railroads in Limchuria, opnosed this action. 

The case is still unsettled.
